Allowable Subject Matter

1 . Claims 1-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-42. 

With respect to claims 1 , 22, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that 
detecting that the radio base station fails to provide a predetermined minimum bandwidth for said mobile 
station due to increasing shortage of radio resources; and switching the communicating counterpart of the 
mobile station from the radio base station to another radio base station in response to the detection at the 
detecting step. 

With respect to claim 2, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that selecting 
one or more radio base stations based on transmission capacity of the radio base stations such that a 
totality of the one or more radio base stations provide a total data transmission capacity satisfying the 
predetermined minimum bandwidth; and switching the communicating counterpart of the mobile station. 

With respect to claim 1 0, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that selecting a 
combination of a mobile station that communicates with the radio base station and a required number of 
radio base stations required to satisfy a predetermined standard when the decision is made that the 
communication of the radio base station will become congested; and switching the communicating 
counterpart of the mobile station in the selected combination. 

With respect to claim 23, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that the 
selecting unit configured to select one or more radio base stations based on transmission capacity of the 
radio base stations such that a totality of said one or more radio base stations provide a total data 
transmission capacity satisfying the predetermined minimum bandwidth. 

With respect to claim 31 , the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that the 
selection unit configured to select a combination of any a given mobile station communicating with the 
radio base station and a required number of radio stations required to satisfy a predetermined standard 
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when said traffic congestion checking unit determines that the radio base station will be in a traffic 
congestion condition.
